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REGISTRATION LONDON.* 


AREA.—The Area of Registration London is 77,389 acres, or 121. square 
miles, including 2717 acres of tidal water and foreshore; this is 
equal to 31,319 hectares, or 313 square kilometres. The area of 
London being 121 square miles is equal to a square of 11 miles to 
the side. Up to the end of 1882 the total length of streets and roads 
in the County of London exceeded 1600 miles; from 1882 to the 
end of 1898 the further construction of 252 miles of new streets has 
been sanctioned. 


ELEVATION.—The population of London resides at a mean elevation of 60 
feet (18-2 metres) above approximate mean water at Liverpool ; the 
elevation varying from I foot (0°3 metre) in Plumstead Marshes to 
44] feet (134°4 metres) at Hampstead, above approximate mean water 
at Liverpool. 

Houses.—At the Census in 1891 there were within this area 544,977 
inhabited houses, containing an average of 7:7 persons to a house, a 
slightly lower proportion than in 1871 and 1881. a 

ANNUAL RATABLE VALUE.—The Annual Ratable Value of Property within 
Registration London in 1891, as assessed in accordance with the 

. Valuation (Metropolis) Act, 1869, was 32,932,967/., (For Annual 
Ratable Value of Greater London in 1891, see Table 9.) 


DENSITY (1898).—149 persons to a hectare; 60°3 to an acre; 38,610 to a 
square mile.

The estimated population of the thirty-three great towns of England and 
Wales in the middle of the year 1898 was 11,218,378. The births registered 
in the course of the 52 weeks ending 31st December 1898 numbered 339,350, 

and were in the proportion of 30°3 per 1000 of the estimated population. 
The deaths registered within the same period were 212,848 in number, and 
corresponded to a rate of 19:0 per 1000 of the population ; this rate was 1:4 
per 1000 below the mean rate for the thirty-three great towns in the pre- 
ceding ten years, and with two exceptions was below the rate recorded in’ 
any one of these years. 


The general death-rates in 1898, calculated without reference either to sex 
or to age, varied considerably in the thirty-three great towns, ranging from 
13°9 in Croydon to 24:0 in Liverpool. It has been pointed out, however, in 
previous Annual Summaries that, in consequence of the great difference 
between one town and another with respect to the age and sex con- 
stitution of their several populations, these recorded rates require 
correction before they can be justly used for purposes of comparison. In 
Table A of the present Summary factors are given by the use of which 
this correction can be made with approximate accuracy for each town. 
Applying these factors we have the corrected rates, which are given in 
the fourth column of that table. In the fifth column the death-rate for 
all England and Wales has been taken as 1000, and the corrected rate 
in each town has been reduced to a figure comparable with that number 
taken as a standard. This column may be read as follows :—After making 
approximate correction for differences of age and sex constitution, the same 
number of lives that in the year 1898 gave 1000 deaths in England and 
Wales as a whole, gave 1171.deaths in the thirty-three great towns, 824 in 
Croydon, 941 in Cardiff, 945 in West Ham, &c., also 1411 in Manchester, 
1452 in Salford, and 1498 in Liverpool.

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Particulars of the mortality during 1898 in each of the thirty-three great 
English towns are given ‘in Tables 1 to 4. 


Infantile mortality.—The 212,848 deaths at all ages included 60,418 deaths 
of infants during their first year of life. Infantile mortality, therefore, 
measured by the proportion of deaths under one year to births registered, 
was equal to 178 per 1000 in the thirty-three great towns, and was 
11 per 1000 above the average proportion in the ten preceding: years. 
During the year 1898 the lowest proportions in the thirty-three towns were 
150 in Croydon, 153 in Huddersfield, 156 in Portsmouth, and 158 in Cardiff ; 
the highest proportions were 206 in Blackburn, 208 in Gateshead, 212 in 
Salford, and 225 in Preston. 


Among the principal zymotic diseases, the mortality froin diarrhoea showed 
an excess in the year 1898 as compared with the mean rate in the preceding 
decennium ; the mortality from diphtheria and from “fever” corresponded 
with the average ; while that from small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, and 
whooping-cough was below the average. ~ 


There were in the thirty-three towns 13 deaths from small-pox last year, 
as compared with 732, 450, 120, 25, and 18 respectively in the five preceding 
years. Of these 13 deaths, 3 occurred in Gateshead, 3 in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 2 in Liverpool, 2 in Leeds, 2 in Sunderland, and 1 in London. 


The mortality attributed to measles was equal to a rate of 0°56 per 1000, 
against an average rate of 0°59 in the ten preceding years. The lowest rates 
were (02 in Preston, 0:07 in Burnley, 0:22 in Wolverhampton, and 0°25 in 
Bolton; the highest rates were 0°73 in Halifax, 0°87 in Swansea, 0°97 in 
Bristol, and 1:03 in Leicester. 


Scarlet fever caused a mortality equal to 0:14 per 1000, as compared with 
a decennial average of 0°25. The rates in the several towns ranged from 
0:03 in Preston, 0°04 in Plymouth and in Bristol, and 0°05 in Cardiff, in 
Burnley, and in Bradford, to 0°23 in Liverpool, 0°26 in Wolverhampton, 
0-28 in Birkenhead, and 0°29 in Salford and in Leeds. 


The mortality ascribed to diphtheria was equal to a rate of 0°31 per L000, 
and corresponded with the decennial average. Excluding London, where the 
rate was equal to 0°39 per 1000, the rate in the great English towns 
averaged 0°25 per 1000; it ranged from 0:06 in Sunderland, 0:07 in Bolton, 
in Oldham, in Preston, in Bradford, and in Hull, and 0:08 in Halifax, to 0°43 
in Wolverhampton and in Birkenhead, 0°54 in Leeds, 0°63 in West Ham, 
0°73 in Cardiff, and 1°22 in Swansea. 


Whooping-cough gave rise to a death-rate of 0°42 per 1000 during the year, 
or 0°10 below the average rate. The lowest rates were 0°04 in Blackburn, 
0-06 in Burnley, 0:07 in Birkenhead, 0-09 in Leicester, and 0°10 in Wolver- 
hampton; the highest rates being 0°53 in Preston, 0°60 in Salford, 0°62 in 
Sheffield and in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, and 0°64 in Gateshead. 


Continued fevers, mainly enteric, gave rise to a mortality equal to a rate 
of 0°20 per 1000, which corresponded with the average. The lowest rates 
were 0°06 in Plymouth, 0-08 in Bristol, 0°09 in Croydon, and 0°10 in Cardiff 
and in Huddersfield; the highest rates being 0°34 in Birkenhead, 0°37 in 
Salford and in Preston, 0°40 in Norwich and in Sheffield, and 0°48 in 
Sunderland. 


Diarrhea caused a mortality equal to a rate of 1:22 per 1000; this rate 
was 0°36 above the decennial average, and with two exceptions was higher 
than it had been in any of the ten preceding years. The lowest rates were 
0-49 in Swansea, 0:64 in Halifax, 0°76 in Oldham, 0°84 in Cardiff,and 0°86 
in Portsmouth and in Huddersfield ; the highest rates were 1°89 in Sheffield, 
1:95 in Wolverhampton, 2°05 in Preston, and 2°16 in Salford. 


The highest aggregate rates from the principal zymotic diseases were 3°39 
in Leicester, 3°69 in Sunderland, 3°82 in Sheffield, and 4°03 in Salford. 
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Uncertified Causes of Death.—Of the 212,848 deaths registered during the 
year, 2538, or 1:2 per cent., were not certified. In London the proportion of 
uncertified deaths did not exceed 0°6 per cent., whilst it averaged 1°6 in the 
thirty-two other great towns. The causes of all the deaths in Croydon and 
in Derby during the year 1898 were certified ; among the other great towns 
the lowest proportions of uncertified deaths were 0-1 in Oldham, 0°3 in 
Bolton and in Gateshead, and 0:4 in Leeds; the highest proportions were 
9-7 in Halifax, 2°9 in Birmingham and in Preston, 3:3 in Blackburn, and 
34 in Liverpool. 


LONDON. 
MARRIAGES. 


~The marriages in London during the year 1898 numbered 42,016, and the 
proportion of persons married was 18-7 per 1000 of the population ; this is 
the highest rate recorded in any year since 1877. 


BIRTHS. 


In the course of last year 132,432 births were registered, giving a rate of 
29:5 per 1000 of the population. This is the lowest London birth-rate on 
record. The natural increment of the population, by excess of births over 
deaths, was. 48,496, the average increment in the ten preceding years having 
been 48,218 per annum. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths in the year 1898 numbered 83,936, and corresponded to a rate. 
of 18°7 per 1000 of the population, the average death-rate in the previous ten 
years having been 19-7. . 


The 83,936 registered deaths include the deaths of 1700 Londoners in 
Metropolitan Institutions outside the limits of Registration London, and also 
the deaths of 1899 strangers who had been admitted into London Hospitals 
and Infirmaries from districts outside these boundaries. By excluding the 
deaths of persons ascertained to have been strangers, the death-rate of London 
is reduced to 18:3 per 1000. . 


CORRECTED MORTALITY OF LONDON SANITARY AREAS. 


The rates of mortality in the sanitary areas of the Metropolis, when 
calculated on the deaths locally registered, convey an erroneous idea of 
the relative healthiness of these areas. 


The presence of hospitals, workhouses, and other large public institutions 
in certain parts of London unduly raises the recorded death-rates of the areas 
in which they are situated, whilst the mortality of other areas, from which 
patients migrate to those institutions, is correspondingly lowered. Until 
the deaths occurring in public institutions have been distributed to the 
sanitary areas from which the patients originally came, no reliable rates of 
mortality for these areas can be calculated. 


In Table 21 the deaths in 1898 are shown, after due correction for institution 
mortality, and in Table 22 the deaths have been reduced to annual rates per 
1000 of the several estimated populations. The death-rates for Metropolitan 
sanitary areas were published for the first time in the Annual Summary for 
1896, the establishment of a quinquennial census for London having rendered 
it possible to form estimates of population from year to year which may 
perhaps be regarded as sufficiently accurate for this purpose. Some of the 
London sanitary areas afford striking examples of the necessity for such 
distribution. This is shown by the following table, which gives the registered 


death-rates from certain diseases side by side with the corrected rates, for each 
of the sanitary areas.

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In St. Olave, for instance, in which sanitary area Guy’s Hospital is 
situated, the registered deaths in 1898 numbered 827, and were equal to a 
rate of 73°5 per 1000 of the population ; but after distribution of the deaths 
occurring in public institutions only 232 deaths remained as properly belong- 
ing to St. Olave sanitary area. In this case the corrected rate is 20°6 per 1000, 
- or less than one-third of the uncorrected rate. 


- Again, the sanitary area comprising the City of London contains, among 
other public institutions, St. Bartholomew’s Hospital. The deaths registered 
in the City during 1898 numbered 957; but of these, 651 deaths (mostly of 
persons belonging to other sanitary areas) occurred in public institutions, 
whilst several deaths of residents of the City of London occurred in institu- 
tions outside its boundaries. After distribution of these deaths the number 
belonging to the City of London is found to be 555. The uncorrected death- 
rate of the City of London in 1898 therefore stands at 33°0 per 1000, whilst 
the corrected rate does not exceed 19-1. , 


On the other hand, in the sanitary area of St Saviour Southwark only 364 
deaths were registered during the year 1898, but when the deaths of St. Saviour 
residents which took place in public institutions outside the boundaries of 
that area are taken into account, the death total is raised from 364 to 577, 
and the death-rate from 14:9 per 1000 of the population to 23°6. In like 
manner the death-rate of Clerkenwell is raised from 14:2 to 21:7; that of 
St Luke from 18-7 to 25:7; that of St. George-in-the-East from 20°5 to 24°8 ; 
nti of 5 ee Southwark from 20:2 to 244; and that of Newington from 

‘7 to 20°. 


Infantile Mortality.—The total deaths at all ages include those of 22,140 
infants under one year of age, corresponding to a proportion of 167 per 1000 
births, as compared with an average proportion of 151 in the ten years 
immediately preceding. Infantile mortality in 1898 exceeded that recorded 
in any year since 1871. . 


After distribution of the deaths occurring in public institutions the inci- 
dence of infantile mortality upon the various sanitary areas of the Metropolis 
was as follows :—the lowest proportions per 1000 births were 108 in Stoke 
Newington, 120 in St. George Hanover Square, 125 in Hampstead, 128 in City 
of London, and 132 in St. Marylebone and in St. Olave Southwark; the 
highest were 195 in St. George-in-the-East, 196 in Clerkenwell and in Shore- 
ditch, 208 in Limehouse, 211 in St. Saviour Southwark, and 221 in Holborn. 


Causes of Death.—Table C on the opposite page shows, in a summary 
form, the number of lives saved and the number lost in the year 1898, as 
compared with the number in the preceding decennium, under several of the 
more important headings in the list of causes. . 


The net gain in life saved during 1898 is represented by 4506 lives. In 
other words, had the average death-rate in 1888-97 continued throughout the 
year under present notice, 4506 lives would have been sacrificed in addition 
to those which have been actually lost by death. | In the year 1898 there was, 
as compared with the decennial average, an excess of 306 deaths from 
measles, 145 from influenza, 1408 from diarrhceal diseases, 543 from cancer, 
193 from premature birth, 88 from urinary diseases, 135 from accident, and 
1 from homicide. Under each of the other headings in the table the mortality 
in 1898 was below the average. ‘This was notably the case in regard to scarlet 
fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria and phthisis, and also in regard to diseases 
of the nervous and of the respiratory system—the deaths referred to the last- 
mentioned group of diseases being 3810 below the annual average.

_ Influenza.—The deaths referred to influenza during 1898 numbered 1283, 
against 2117, 491, and 679 in the three preceding years. Although the 
deaths from this disease in 1898 were nearly double those in 1897, they 
were below the average for the eight preceding years. 


Smali-pox caused only one death during 1898, against 88, 55, 9, and 16 
deaths in the four preceding years. With respect to this death, which was 
that of a person belonging to the sanitary area of St. George Hanover 
Square, no statement as to vaccination was made in the medical certificate. 


Measles was the certified cause of 3075 deaths during the year, which were 
equal to a rate of 0°68 per 1000, as compared with 0°62, the decennial average 
rate. Among the Metropolitan sanitary areas the lowest rates were 0°08 in 


& 


St. Martin-in-the-Fields, 0:15 in Lee, 0:28 in City of London, and 0°29 in 
Stoke Newington; the highest rates were 1:17 in Holborn, 1°18 in Bethnal 
Green, 1:20 in Hammersmith, and 1:40 in Woolwich. 


Scarlet Fever caused 583 deaths, which were equal to a rate of 0:13 per 1000 
of the population in the year under present notice, as compared with 0°23, the 
average rate in the ten years immediately preceding. Of these 583 deaths, 
494, or nearly 85 per cent., occurred in public institutions. Among the various 
Metropolitan sanitary areas the lowest scarlet fever death-rates, after distri- 
bution of institution deaths, were 0:03 in Stoke Newington, 0°04 in 
Hampstead and in St. Saviour Southwark, and 0°05 in St. George Hanover 
Square and in St. Giles; the highest death-rates from this disease were 
0:25 in Rotherhithe, 0°28 in Fulham, 0°33 in St. George Southwark, and 
0:37 in St. Luke | 


Table B (p. vii) shows that correction for deaths occurring in hospitals 
considerably alters the scarlet fever mortality of many ofthe Metro- 
politan sanitary areas. The scarlet fever death-rate of Lee, -for example, 
which was 0°18 per 1000 last year, would have appeared to be nearly six 
times as high if the hospital deaths had not been assigned to the areas to 
which they actually belonged ; and the scarlet fever rate of Hampstead 
would have appeared as more than thirty times the true rate under the 
same circumstances. Reference to the table shows that distribution has had 
the effect of raising the scarlet fever mortality of most of the other sanitary 
areas of London. 


Diphtheria was the assigned cause of 1772 deaths in the course of the 
year 1898. These deaths were equal toa rate of 0°39 per 1000, against rates 
of 0°54, 0°60, and 0°51 per 1000 in the three preceding years. 


The London death-rate from diphtheria in 1898 was below the average of the 
rates in the ten years 1888-97, which had been 0:48 per 1000. The deaths 
from diphtheria and croup together numbered 1829, and were 649 below the 
average. The local mortality from diphtheria is very seriously disturbed 
by the existence of hospitals in certain of the areas. In Hampstead, for | 
example, 182 deaths from diphtheria were registered in 1898; most of these 
occurred _in the Metropolitan Asylums Board Hospital, to which the 
patients had been admitted from other districts, and, after distribution of 
institution deaths, only 19 remained as belonging to Hampstead sanitary 
area. Similarly, in Fulham sanitary area 136 deaths from diphtheria were 
registered ; most of these were hospital cases imported from outside districts, 
and only 61 properly belonged to Fulham. Hackney, Holborn, St. Olave 
Southwark, Wandsworth, Greenwich, Lee, and Lewisham are also instances 
of sanitary areas whose registered death-rates from diphtheria are greatly 
increased by the presence of hospitals. On the other hand, Kensington, 
St. Giles, Clerkenwell, St. Luke, St. George-in-the-East, St. Saviour South- 
wark, Newington, Woolwich, and Plumstead may be mentioned as examples 
of the opposite kind, where the effect of distribution is to increase the 
diphtheria death-rates by including deaths of residents occurring in hospitals 
outside the district boundaries. | 


Among London sanitary areas the lowest death-rates from diphtheria, after 
distribution of institution deaths, were 0°12 in St. George Hanover Square, 
0-14 in Stoke Newington, 0°15 in Kensington, and 0-16 in St. Giles; the 
highest rates were 0°59 in St. Luke and in Newington, 0°60 in St. George 
cea ie 061 in St. Saviour Southwark, 0°70 in Battersea, and 0°73 in 

olborn.

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Whooping-cough was the assigned cause of 2160 deaths during 1898. The 
whooping-cough death-rate was equal to 0°48 per LOQO, the mean rate in 
the ten years 1888-97 having been 0:56 per 1000. Among sanitary areas the 
lowest death-rates from this disease during 1898 were 0°05 in St. James 
Westminster, 0°07 in London City, 0°08 in St. Martin-in-the-Fields, 0°17 in 
Strand, and 0°20 in St. George Hanover Square; the highest rates were 
0°81 in Shoreditch and in St. George-in-the-East, 0°82 in St. Margaret | 
Westminster, 0°92 in Bethnal Green, 0°98 in St. Olave Southwark, and 1:06 
in Limehouse. 


Enteric fever was the registered cause of 585 deaths, typhus of 4, and simple 
or ill-defined continued fever of 9 deaths. Thus, to continued fevers (referred 
to in the aggregate as “fever ’”’) 598 deaths were classed in the course of the 
year. These deaths were equal to a rate of 0:13 per 1000, which corre- 
sponded with the rate in the preceding year, and was slightly helow the 
average rate (0:15) in the ten years 1888-97. Among sanitary areas the 
lowest enteric fever death-rates were 0:02 in Rotherhithe, 0°05 in St. James 
Westminster, in St. Luke, and in Plumstead, and 0:06 in St. Margaret West- 
minster and in Stoke Newington; the highest rates were 0:17 in St. Pancras 
and in Strand, 0:18in Poplar and in Lee, 0:19 in Hackney and in Woolwich, 
and 0:21 in London City and in Greenwich. 


The following table shows the admissions into the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board Hospitals, the Highgate Small-pox Hospital, and the London Fever 
Hospital, together with the deaths therein, of small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, and enteric fever patients during each of the ten years 1889-98 :— —

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Diarrhea was returned as the cause of 4376 deaths, which were equal to a 
rate of 0:'97 per 1000. This is the highest rate recorded in any year since - 
1886, and is considerably in excess of the average rate in the preceding ten 
years, namely, 0°67 per 1000. Among sanitary areas the death-rates in 1898 
from diarrhoea ranged from 0:17 in London City, 0°31 in Hampstead, 0°32 in 
St. Martin-in-the-Fields, and 0°36 in St. George Hanover Square, to 1°48 in 
Newington, 1°54 in St. Luke and in Limehouse, 1°58 in Shoreditch, and 1°64 
in St. George Southwark. 


Phthisis was the assigned cause of 7966 deaths in Registration London 
during the year 1898, against a corrected annual average of 8400 deaths in 
the ten years 1888- 97, The phthisis death-rate was equal to 1:77 per 1000, 
as compared with rates of 1°73 and 1:77 respectively in the two years 
immediately preceding. Some of the London sanitary areas strikingly show 
the necessity of distributing institution deaths from phthisis, in order to 
arrive at a fairly reliable measure of local mortality from that disease. Thus, 
for example, in Kensington, which area contains the Marylebone Infirmary 
and part of the Brompton Consumption Hospital, 399 deaths from phthisis 
‘were registered during the year under notice; but it was found, on examina- 
tion of the entries relating to these 399 deaths, that nearly half were those 
of non-residents which had taken place in Kensington public institutions. 
After distribution of these deaths to districts from which the patients had 
been removed to hospital, the Kensington death-rate from phthisis was 
reduced from 2°32 per 1000 to 1:26 per 1000. St. Olave Southwark is 
another sanitary area which is similarly in point. This area contains Guy’s 
Hospital, the deaths of outsiders occurring in which raised the registered 
phthisis death-rate of St. Olave by 2°49 per 1000 in excess of the true rate. 
On the other hand, St. Margaret Westminster, St. James Westminster, 
Clerkenwell, St. Saviour Southwark, St. George Southwark, Newington, and 
Bermondsey are examples of sanitary areas, the phthisis mortality of: which 
was very imperfectly represented by the deaths registered in the several areas. 
After distribution of the phthisis deaths as above-mentioned, the death-rates 
from that disease in the Metropolitan sanitary areas ranged from 0-74 in 
_ Hampstead, 0°38 in Lewisham, 1:13 in Wandsworth, and 1°16 in Lee, to 3°06 
in St. Saviour Southwark, 3-17 in Holborn, 3:18 in St. George Southwark, 
3°32 in Strand, and 3°34 in St. Giles. 


The deaths in London attributed to violence numbered 3514 in the year 
under notice, as against 3390, the corrected average number in the preceding 
ten years. The deaths from suicide numbered 437, and were 10 below 
the average. The deaths from homicide numbered 73, and were 1 above the 
average. There was 1 execution during the year. Of the 3003 deaths from 
accident, 309 were definitely stated in coroners’ certificates to have been 
caused by horses and vehicles in the streets, the corresponding numbers 
having increased from 255 to 334 in the four preceding years. As 
mentioned in previous summaries, the deaths here returned as caused by 
vehicles and horses are probably far from representing the total mortality 
so resulting, many of these deaths being registered under indefinite headings 
such as “fractures,” &c. 


The following table shows the numbers of deaths caused by the various 
descriptions of vehicles; those under the heading “'Tramcar” and “ Cart” 
having been considerably more numerous in 1898 than in any recent year. 
It will be noted that the excess under the heading “ Van, waggon, dray,” 

which occurred in 1897, was not maintained in 1898.

Of the 3003 deaths at all ages attributed to accident or negligence, 644 
were those of infants under one year of age who had been suffocated in bed, 
the number so returned in the preceding year having been 568. Of the 
73 deaths by homicide, as many as 25 were those of infants under one year

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Uncertified Causes of Death—Of the 83,936 deaths registered in London 
during the year, 528, or 0°6 per cent., were uncertified, being equal to the 
proportion uncertified in each of the two preceding years. 


GREATER LONDON.—The estimated population of Greater London, which 
is co-extensive with the Metropolitan and City Police Districts, was 6,408,321 
-in the middle of the year 1898; namely, 4,504,766 in Inner or Registration 


__ London, and 1,903,555 in the Outer Ring. The mortality among the inhabi- 


_ tants of the entire area was at the rate of 17-2 per 1000, as compared with 18:3, 
17:0, and 16°7 in the three preceding years. In Inner or Registration London, 
the mortality was at the rate of 18°7 per 1000, while in the Outer Ring it did 
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not exceed 13°7, Infantile mortality in Greater London was equal to 
164 per 1000 births, as compared with 159, 155, and 155 in the three 
preceding years. The proportion in Inner London was 167, and in the 
Outer Ring 158, per 1000 births. 


The Sixty-seven other Large Towns. 


In the middle of the year 1898 the 67 English and Welsh towns included 
in Table 5 contained a population estimated at 3,911,807. The births 
registered in these towns in the course of the year numbered 115,138, and 
were in the proportion of 29°4 per 1000 of the population, against 30°1 in 
each of the two preceding years. The deaths registered in the course of the 
year were 67,162 in number, and corresponded to a rate of 17:2 per 1000 
persons living, against 17°3 and 17-2 respectively in the two preceding years. 


The death-rates in the several towns, calculated without reference either 
to sex or to age, varied considerably. They ranged from 9°6 in Hornsey, 
9-8 in Bournemouth, 9°9 in Eastbourne, and 11°4 in Willesden, to 22:0 in 
Chester and in Barnsley, 22°4 in Serge 20°8 in Dudley, and 267 in 
Longton. 


Particulars of the mortality during 1898 in the 67 towns here referred to 
are given in Tables 5 and 6. 


Infantile mortality—The 67,162 deaths at all ages registered in the 
67 towns included 19,954 of children under one year of age. Infantile 
mortality, or the proportion of deaths under one year of age to registered 
births, was therefore equal to 173 per 1000. The proportions ranged from 
118 in Hornsey, 121 in Oxford, 124 in Bournemouth, 133 in Rochdale, and 
135 in Colchester and in Worcester, to 218 in Barnsley, 226 in Hanley, 
227 in Aberdare, 229 in Stockport, and 279 in Longton. 


_ Small-pox caused 203 deaths in these 67 towns during the year under 
notice; of which 199 were registered in Middlesbrough, and 1 each in 
Bootle, York, Darlington, and West Hartlepool. 


The death-rate from measles in these towns averaged 0°41 per 1000, the 
highest rates being 0°76 in Ipswich, 0°86 in Cambridge, 0°95 in Newport, 
1:03 in Hanley, 1:20 in Barrow-in-Furness, 1°46 in Carlisle, and 2°89 in 
Dudley. 


The death-rate from scarlet fever averaged 0:10 per 1000, the highest 
rates in the several towns being 0°23 in Great Yarmouth, 0°25 in Accrington 
and in Rotherham, 0:28 in Wallasey and in Bootle, 0°31 in St. Helens, and 0°38 
in Wigan. , 

Diphtheria caused a death-rate averaging 0°28 per 1000 ; the highest rates 
being 0°60 in Colchester, 0°64 in Southampton, 0°65 in Worcester, 0°72 in 
Great Yarmouth, 1:02 in Keighley, 1:10 in Rhondda, 1°85 in Aberdare, and 
2°77 in Longton, | 


The death-rate from whooping-cough averaged 0°27 per 1000 ; the highest 
rates being (55 in West Bromwich, 0°62 in Aberdare, 0° 73 in South Shields, 
0-78 in Colchester, 0°92 in Barnsley, and 0-99 in Jarrow. 


The death-rate from “ fever” averaged 0:21 per 1000 during the year 1898. | 
The highest “fever” rates were 0-40. in Grimsby, 0:42 in Longton, 0°50 in 
Barnsley, 0-61 in Bootle, 0°68 in Dudley, and 0°88 in Great Yarmouth. 
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The death-rate ascribed to diarrhea averaged 1:09 per 1000. The highest 
rates were 1°83 in Great Yarmouth, 1:90 in Ipswich, 2°11 in Barnsley, 2°25 in 
Dudley, 2°35 in Longton, 2°45 in Rotherham, and 3:04 in Coventry. 


The death-rates from the principal zymotic diseases in the aggregate 
averaged 2°41 in the 67 towns, and ranged from 0:36 in Bournemouth, 0°66 
in Oxford, 0°86 in Southport, 0°95 in Bath, 1-04 in Hornsey, 1:10 in Exeter, 
and 1:19 in Scarborough, to 4:00 in Coventry, 4:22 in Barnsley, 4°33 in 
Aberdare, 4:42 in Great Yarmouth, 4°61 in Middlesbrough, 6°25 in Longton, 
and 6°43 in Dudley.

Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dublin. 


In Edinburgh the death-rate in 1898 was equal to 19°7 per 1000, in 
Glasgow it was 21:2 per 1000, and in Dublin it was 26°8 per 1000, against 
18-7 in London. 


Colonial and Foreign Cities. 


From Weekly and other Returns with which the Registrar-General is 
favoured by the Authorities of thirty-three of the principal Colonial and 
Foreign cities, with an estimated aggregate population exceeding twenty- 
three millions, it is found that the deaths last year in these cities collectively 
were equal to a rate of 22:2 per 1000 living. 


In thirty European and American cities, with an aggregate population 
of about twenty-one and a half millions, the rate was 20°1 per 1000. In 
Paris the rate was 19:7, in Berlin it was 17°3, in Vienna it was 20°1, and in 
New York it was 191, against 18°7 in London. Among the other cities the 
lowest rates were 13°8 in Cincinnati, 14°3 in St. Louis, and 16°8 in Brussels 
and in Christiania; the highest were 24°8 in Breslau and in New Orleans, 
- 25:1 in Munich, 25°8 in St. Petersburg, 28°2 in Trieste, and 30:0 in Moscow. 
Small-pox caused 145 deaths in Moscow, 89 in St. Petersburg, 12 in Berlin, 
and Ilin Florence. Measles was most fatal in proportion to population in 
Paris, Rotterdam, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Hamburg, Vienna, Prague, and 
Buda Pesth; scarlet fever in St. Petersburg, Moscow, Prague, Buda Pesth, 
and Trieste; diphtheria in Stockholm, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Berlin, 
Munich, Vienna, Prague, Trieste, New York, Philadelphia, and St. Francisco ; 
whooping-cough in Amsterdam, Rotterdam, the Hague, and Copenhagen ; 
“ fever” in St. Petersburg, Moscow, Prague, Trieste, Rome, Florence, 
Venice, Philadelphia, and San Francisco; and diarrheal diseases in Paris, 
Brussels, St. Petersburg, Moscow, in the German and Austrian cities with the 
exception of Prague, and in Rome, Turin, Venice, and New York. 

Among the Indian cities the death-rate was equal {to 27:1 in Calcutta, 
44-9 in Madras, and 63°lin Bombay. Small-pox caused 54 deaths in Bombay, 
75 in Calcutta, and 117 in Madras ; measles caused 259 deaths in Bombay and 
761 in Madras; under the heading “fever” 3892 deaths were classed in 
Calcutta, 5503 in Madras, and 22,120 in Bombay, the latter number including 
18,011 deaths from plague. The mortality ifrom diarrheal diseases was 
excessive in each of these Indian cities.

FIRES IN LONDON DURING THE YEAR 1898. 


The Chief Officer of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade reported to the London 
County Council that the number of fires attended during 1898 was 3585, 
being 85 more than the number in the preceding year, and exceeding by 5/1 
the average in the ten years 1888-97. According to this report the lives of — 
225 persons were seriously endangered, and 98 of these were lost. The 
numbers of lives lost by fires in London in the four preceding years were 
82, 91, 106, and 87 respectively. 

The staff of the Metropolitan Fire Brigade at the end of the year was 
distributed at 61 land engine stations, 4 floating stations, 1 sub-station, and 
17 street stations ; there were also 31 horsed escape, 46 hose cart, 9 hose and 
ladder truck, and 137 fire-escape duties. The number of fire engines at these 
stations was 114, a decrease of 23 from the number in the previous year ; 8 were 
floating steam engines, 60 land steam engines, and 46 manual engines. The 
authorised strength of the brigade included 911 firemen of all ranks. The 
cases of injury occurring in the brigade during the year were 148, ans 
106, 110, and lil in the three preceding years.
